DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
show a dye complex which comprises a water-swellable clay intercalated with a 
polycation compound and a dye which have excellent light resistance, storage stability, 
elution resistance, and dispersibility. (Masatsuji et al., JP 11116837, 04/27/1999). 
However, the prior art is free of any teaching or suggestion to laminate/coat such a dye 
complex onto a base powder. Therefore, claims 32-39 are allowable.
